emblematic inscriptions are the singer's 
monogram, "M. L.;" a treble clef, snr- 
ronnded by laurels, and surmounting tho 
shaft a draped urn, four feet high, em- 
blematic of eternal life. 


At 4 p. ra. the 10,000 people assembled 


at the cemetery gathered around the 
grave, which with the shaft was loaded 
•with beautiful floral devices. Ex-Vice- 
Prcsideut.David Davis, Marie's friend 
from her childhood, presided, aud made 
a brief introductory address.

John M. Scott, of the Supreme Court, 
and other distinguished Bloomlugtouians 
sat beside tho presiding-officer. 
The ad- 


dress of the occasiou was delivered by 
Hon. James S. Swing, of Bloomiugton, 
who spoke eloquently for half au hour.

manulaotorlca. And yet wo must remember 
that money—capital—has been all-powerful in 
bringing about this prosperity, for wlUiout 
mone} and tho Intelligence which controls It, 
and Its doRlre lor remuneration, many things 
which contribute moat to the prosperity and 
welfare of tbe people would not eo soon have 
bten brought Into active use. 
It la ol tho greatest Importance, then, that 
as between employer and employe, there 
thero should exist a perfect falrnesb and a per- 
loct understanding. When that fairness and 
understanding are broken down, both sides 
suffer alike: labor Is unemployed and unpaid, 
and capital Is inactive and also unpaid; busi- 
ness Is stopped, and all people are sufferers 
because ol dissension. That labor aud capi- 
tal are each dependent upon tbe other la clear- 
ly pro\ed by the demonstrations of tbla glori- 
ous day. In tho procession which passed 
through our streets the Interests of the em- 
pioyors and tbo work of tfl& employes have 
bdeo. shown. There could not have boon such 
a demonstration unless-thore was a olom* sym- 
pathy between tbe two classes, and unices It 
was to tho Interest of both that the demoaaira- 
lion should be made. How important It is, 
therefore, when labor joins In associations for 
mutual protection, and capital consults with 
labor for the same purpose, that wfgdom and 
calm deliberation should prevail In the coun- 
sels of both, and that perfect fairness should 
bo the rulo of action of both. But when cap- 
ital becomes arrogant, and seeks to grind the 
faces of the poor, it Is a grand aad noble sight 
to sco the wage workers of the nation, by 
peaceable moans, seek to protect tbe oppress- 
ed and to aid thorn fn their struggle*. I re- 
jolco with you, my fellow-citizens, that suoh 
organizations exist. 1 rejoice that you are 
permitted, In this public manner, to consult 
together. We are all happy to-day because
